There is one point of view from wliich

Hnnteri have ftmnd whole flocks of 
them lying close together, having bi-en 
unable to penetrate througli the crust. 
There were never so many flock-* <if (piail 
around as at present, (io win re you 
will you will find them. A large flock 
passed over the fair ground Wednesday 
afternoon while the trotting took place, 
which made some tii our hnnters* months 
water. 

Partrid;;e.s are al>o very plenty, and 
what is Btill better, they are full grown 
and plump. Of woodcock we have seen 
but a few. Years ago they were plenty 
every season in our swamps, but the 
snmmer shooting has IdUad them off, 
and but very few breed in our swamps 
now. The tall flight generally brings a 
few scattering ones, but as they are a 
migratory bird and fly principally dur- 
ing the nighttime, we get but now and 
then a chuice to shoot at them. There 
axe also plenty of foxes, and our hunters 
don't need to go very far to And them if 
they only know how, as Reynard is a 
cnnning and sly chap.— Watertowu (N.

SnlbbUng Bmds. 

SnibbUng beans is at tliis season of 
the year an evening ooonpation for Ger- 
man housewives. They are the common 

string beans, which can be bought by 
thei bag, about two busiiels. They are 
washed and strung, and then, with a 
very sharp kuife or special implement, 
they are cut into very thin slices and 
padmd in layers in an earthen crock. 
On each layer of beans is spread a layer 
of salt, and when the crock is almost 
full a large i)late covers the whole, and 
is held down l)y a weight, generally a 
brick. If bnne does not collect suf- 
ficiently to cover the layers, a little 
water is added, and the beans are ready 
for use in the winter. The salt that is 
absorl^ed must be removed by soaking 
the beans overnight, when they are 
ready to be cooked. It is not unusual 
for housewives to have snibbling par- 
ties, at which their friends and relatives 
assist in the slicing, refreshmenta being 
secondary featnras of the oooasions.—

The late Lewis Collins was editor 
and publisher, the labecription price be- 
ing $:? per annnum— or |2.60 in advance. 

Considerable space is devoted to news 
from the "State of England," the doings 
of the " House of r.onls" occupying 
about three columns of the tirst page. It 
advocated the election of the National 
Republican ticket viz: Henry Clay for 
President and hohu .Sergeant for Vice 
President. 

.January, Huston & Co. were then en- 
gaged in the grocery business and adver- 
tised that they had received a big ship- 
ment of sugar, molasses, liquors &c., 
from New Orleans per steamers Baltic 
and .Ulantic. M. Langhome ft Son ad- 
vertised that they bad received eif^ty 
boxes of window glass and "twelve 

tierces of Western i:i'>erve cheese." " Six 
bo.xes of sperm candles received per 
steamer Ohio " wen for sale by Mackey 
& Mcllvain. Robert Humphries was 
Commissioner of the Mason Circuit 
Court. Th. W. Hawkins .-idvertised ten 
barrels loaf sugar. John C. lieid A Co. 
were dealers in copper, tin and sheet- 
iron ware. Another dealer in the same 
line of goods — the late Joseph Frank- 
had an advertisement in the pai>er. K. 
D. Boone was running "a wholesale tin 
factory " " in the store room opposite the 
Eagle bookstore on Sutton street" and A. 
P. "Stewart was running "a boot and whoe 
manuiactury" also on Sutton street. 
Nat Poynts ft Co., were engaged in the 

coniinission and grocery business. Drs. 
Shacklcford & Payne advertised they had 
formed a partnership in the practice of 
medicine anil surgery obstetrics. Dr. Nel- 
son atlvertised he bad removed " to the 
brick house recently built by Mr. John- 
son Armstrong, on Second street, next 
door to Mr. Huston's residence." A Dr. 
Holton lived in Maysville in those days, 
as Dr. J. Newton Smitli advertised his 
ofHtre on "Second street in the house 
lately occupied by Dr. Holton." T'r 
Suutli kept regularly on hand a supply of 
patent medicines. Dr. Culbertaon had an 
oiiice on Sutton, between Second and 
Third. 

Joseph Means had established "a cur- 
rying shop " at Washington. S. H. Coul- 
ter dealt in candies, cakes. Hue c(jrdials 
Ac. He had just received " 80 barrels of 
porter and ale". J. Armstrong ft Son 
w ere w holesale dealers in dry goods. Dr. 
J. W. Henry had removed from Wash- 
ington to Mayslick. Nathan Hixson was 
converting his steam mill into a paper 
mill. John B. Gibson was engaged in 
the insurance business. A. M. Hall & 
Co. were druggists and apothecaries, and 
Cassat, Hutchison Li'dlie were in 
the wholesale grocery and produce busi- 
ness. The American Sunday School 
Union had a depository in the Eagle 
Bookstore, and L. Collins was in charge 
of it. 

The Banner was a Maysville and Cin- 
cinnati packet, while the Ohio Mail 
Steamboat Company was running the 
"Guyandotte," "Friend," "Lady Wash- 
ington," '• Robert Fulton " four times a 
week from Guyandotte to Cincinnati and 
six times a week from Cincinnati to 
Louisville. 

John and Lewis .Jacobs were running a 
plow foctory. Dr. J. M. Duke was prac- 
ticing medicine at Washington. Most 
everybody advertised in those days. 

Lotteries Nourished. Here are the 
names of some that were advertised: 
" Virginia State," " Wheeling, ' "jCrnn-l 
Consolidated," " .New York Scheme," 
"McDonald's Court of Fortune," "The 
lVtersl)urg," and " Union Canal." 

The cholera scare was then on. The 
dread disease had reached Canada. The 
paper had a column or two as to remedies, 
preventives an<l suggestions for treat- 
ment. One of the remedies was : Carb. 
of soda, half a drachm, common salt, 
twenty grains, oxymuriate of potash, 
seven grains. This was to be mixed into 
powders and one given in half a glass of 
cold water every hour. It is doubtful 
whether such a remedy would ever be 
thought of nowadays, yet it was recom- 
mended on high authority from London.
